Kings Arms: The clerk reported that the application for the licence of 

the Kings Arms to be renewed was to be re-submitted before Ist April 1983. 
The applicant named is a manager of the brewery, and this is merely a holding 
operation, as ali licenced premises must apply annualy on this date or the 
licence will lapse. There is no indication as to when the premises will be 
opened. Clir. Robinson suggested that the council should approach the 

brewery to request that the premises be kept in good order. Cllr. 

Gardener insisted that it was no business of the council as the property 

is private, and that you couldn't go around the village doing the same to 
every householder. Cllr. O'neill agreed that such procedure was unprecedented, 
and that the issue had been blown out of proportion by the Banbury Guardian 
vho reported that the village was 'up in arms' over the matter. This was 
‘based on a small petition from people who had a vested interest in the 
situation. He added that the majority of people would just like to see 

the premises re-opened. The Chairman summed up that the Mings Arms is 

a village amenity, and that pressure should be put on the brewery for 

action, and that the clerk should attend the meeting of the Justices when 

the licence application goes forward. 


Grass Cutting 1983: A quote from Robs Gardening Services of £38 per cut 
was accepted (No increase on 1982 rate). 

iarket Stall for Playgroup: 30th April. Application approved. 

Revised Postal Arrangements: The Chairman suggested that, apart from the 
expected hiccups during the first week, the change in arrangements had 
produced no drastic defects. Cllr. Havana - who attended the last meeting 
of the postal committee, maid that anyone who has a specific complaint 
should take evidence, such as a date stamped letter with date of receipt, 
to him and he will take them up with the committee and if necessary with 
the Post Office Advisory Council. He also reported that the Post Office 
were monitoring the size of postings in the main post box with a view to 
increasing its capacity. Cllr. Garrett pointed out that he would have to 
give permission, and that having 2 collections a day made no difference, 
as all mail leaves by the last post from Banbury. His impression was that 
a great deal of extra cost had been sueuEEed with extra personnel and 3 
collection vans in use. 

Vindmill Centre: Cllr. Robinson reported that agreement had been reached 
with Rockwell Builders to provide a 4,000 sq. ft of simple construction with 
1 big hall, kitchen, bar, 2nd smalier hall, toilet, small upstairs room. 
Also to provide a rubber car park plus entrance road in exchange for the 
top soil. Detailed drawings and bill of quantities are being drawn up, and 
it appears that the planning authority are in agreement with the current 
situation. In short, the Community Centre is virtually assured. Cllr. 
Marshall asked the situation regarding future finance, and was informed by 
the Chairman that all future expense following the funding of building 
costs, must be met by the Windmill Committee. 

Bye Laws: It was agreed to extend the Bye Laws, currently ‘applicable to 
the Castle Grounds, to cover the Windmill Centre, with the provision that 


the amount of fine be raised to £50. The draft should be shown to the 
Windmill Committee for their corments before forwarding to the Home Office 
for approval. 

Planning Application: to move vehicle access to Old Manor Farmhouse from 
the Banbury Road to the Hempton Road. Not thought advisable due to the 
closeness to the traffic lights, plus the fact that there was already a 
similar opening opposite from which cars backed out into the road and 
caused a dangerous situation. 

Special Bus Arrangements: It was agreed that, in particular due to lack 
of O.A.P.'s showing an interest, no further action should be taken as 
regards provision of a special bus to Banbury, or for concessionary fares. 
Correspondence: was received from irs. Betty Hill complaining of two 
incidents of tipping at the back of the Castle Grounds, and requesting 
that the Council make arrangements to remove the objects. Cllr. Garrett 
advised that the Scouts had moved the refuse out of the hut and had every 
intention of HES POS TNE. of it. 
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DEDDINGTON PEOPLE - PROFILE - MISS PEGGY PACEY 


Speaking to a friend some 
years ago he asked me where 
was it that I now stayed - 
Deddington, says I, and then 
was quite ready to explain 
where this delightful village 
was -— Deddington, says he, 
that's near Oxford where 
Bletsoe the National Hunt 
jockey farms. 


Now that should indicate to 
all but the old residents how 
horses are all important at 
Park Farm. Peggy's uncle, 
John Bletsoe, farmed the 150 
acres of Park Farm, attached 
to The Manor and here he bred thoroughbreds and, of course, rode in the National 


Hunt races; he died in 1963. John Bletsoe was a Church Warden and never missed 
a morning service for 60 years. 


At the outbreak of the Second World War Peggy was in the Territorials and up to 
1946 was a WAFF Officer attached to the Maintenance Transport Division. 


In 1961 Peggy bought Park Farm from Mrs Gubbins of The Manor. Peggy remarks "I 
started farming with two things - a mortgage and a cow". It has been a self- 
supporting cropping policy at Park Farm and at present there are 70 Hereford and 
Hereford cross cattle and 2 milking cows. At present Peggy with her employee, 

Mr Colman, and a student, are involved in lambing the 40 Suffolk x Border Leicester 
ewes tupped to a Suffolk ram. All the spare spaceSthak can be bedded are inhabi- 
tated with mothers and lambs. Brood mares occupy the numerous loose boxes although 
no ponies are now kept. Peggy is recognised nationally as a competent judge of 
horses and is most complimentary of how the Royal Highland Show staff look after 
the judges. 


A mare bred from the Wyfold stud produced Elbolt which has won four races, one of 
which was at Epsom on Derby y This mare produced five other winners including 
Noble Heir who won four flat es and two hurdle races. The mare died three years 


ago but has a fillt now in ining and it is hoped she will be running at the 
Cheltenham Festival meeting in March. 

There are six thoroughbr: ‘es at Park Farm some covered by winners and the 
others bred winners. i 1l to the famous stallion Vaguely Great - blood 
stock breeding is a mos occupation, a cover fee for a mare alone can 

be anything from £1,0C ,O0O — there is a 340 day pregnancy. Everything in 
this blood stock bres “SS is a constant authentic recording of happenings, 
a foal with its breedin rery important part of the cycle. In many cases your 
mare is not allowed to dur premises and has to be taken back to the 
stallion's stud where s l in a maternity box, this also is for early cover- 
ing. Soon after the bi is sketched for all birth marks, colouring, etc. 
for life identification. ling fee for an in foal mare can be £9 per day. 
The foals are born Ma | are weaned at six months and it is at this age 
that Peggy Pacey sell the Tatteshall Newmarket December sales. Need- 
less to say, entries ha ic eight months before the sale, and not everyone 


can enter a foal, in fact, th 5s a waiting list. 


You will see at once that the sale of this foal is all important in an endeavour 


to cover the high costs and though there was a Park Farm foal which fetched £8,000 
and a yearling £11,500, these are memory figures in this expensive business. 


It is necessary that a foal fetches at least 800 guineas, and I am told one has 


to sell at the sale, no matter what the price, as it is more costly to take the 
foal back, and wait for the classified yearly sale. 


John Bletsoe's uncle bred Grudon and trained Rubio and both have won the Grand 
National.

Peggy tells the story of Sir Aubrey Hastings, phoning her uncle early one morning 
to ride his horse at Liverpool the following day because his jockey had gone sick. 
Her uncle immediately cycled to Banbury caught a train to Liverpool, arriving late 
that night, saw the horse for the first time and rode the horse to win the follow- 
ing day. 


Peggy also relates how Stanley Hall, the Deddington garage owner, having the only 

car in the village, was booked to collect the Prince of Wales from Banbury Station : 
to take him to Park Farm, where he bought a horse, had afternoon tea in the parlour 

and then went back to Banbury Station in Mr Hall's car. 


Everyday is a full day for Peggy, up at 6.30 am (not bad for 64 years of age) to 
feed her animals - horses, foals, cows, calves, steers, sheep and lambs. The two 
cows are milked by hand and who milks them at the weekend? .... Peggy. 


Peggy loves all her animals especially her cats. It is a pleasure to talk and
